SUBJECT: INTENSIPICATION OP POLISH MEDIA CAMPAIGN 
AGAINST FRG 

1. SUMMARY: MARCH 5-6 AND 7 EDITIONS OP TRYBUNA LUDU AND 
ZYCIE WARSZAWY CARRIED ARTICLES AND COMMENTARY INTENSIFYING 
THE CURRENT ANTI-FRG MEDIA CAMPAIGN. TOPICS RANGE 

PROM GERMAN "REVANCHISM ', TO HEATED CRITICISM OP 

RECENTLY PUBLISHED WEST GERMAN ALLEGATIONS CONCERNING ATROCITIES 
COMMITTED BY POLES AGAINST GERMANS IN THE PERIOD 
IMMEDIATELY POLLOWING WORLD WAR II. THE ARTICLES REPRE- 
SENT A COUNTER-ATTACK AGAINST OUTSPOKEN ERG 
MEDIA REPORTING OP EASTERN EUROPE DISSIDENT ACTIVITIES. 

END SUMMARY. 
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2. THE MARCH 5-6 EDITION OP ZYCIE WARSZAWY CARRIES AN 
EDITORIAL BY JANUSZ REITER ATTACKING THE "UNITY OF VIEWS " 

OP CHANCELLOR HELMUT SCHMIDT AND CDU T RADER HELMUT KOHL 
ON PRG-GDR RELATIONS. 

CITING KOHL’S DESIRE FOR MORE INFLUENCE OVER "GERMAN 
POLICY," REITER SAYS THAT KOHL RECOGNIZES THE EXISTENCE 
OP THE GDR BUT, INCONGROUSLY, DOES NOT RECOGNIZE THE 
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EXISTENCE OE GDR CITIZENS. REITER ALSO SAYS THAT "THE 
GOVERNMENT OF CHANCELLOR SCHMIDT CONCLUDED A TREATY ON 
THE NORMALIZATION OE RELATIONS WITH THE GDR. THAT SAME 
GOVERNMENT WAS A SIGNATORY OF THE EINAL ACT OE THE HELSINKI 
CONEERENCE. THE GOVERNMENT OE THE EEDERAL REPUBLIC HAS NOT 
DIRECTLY CONTRAVENED EITHER OE THESE DOCUMENTS, BUT IT HAS 
BEEN UNUSUALLY UNCEREMONIOUS IN CIRCUMVENTING THIF.R SPIRIT. 

THE CONSTANT PERSECUTION OF THE SECOND (GERMAN) 

STATE, THE ’ANNEXATION" OE ITS CITIZENS, IS CERTAINLY NOT 
THE STYLE OE INTERNATIONAL CONTACTS ABOUT WHICH THE FINAL 
ACT SPEAKS.AT THE SAME TIME, NO ONE QUOTES THE FINAL ACT 
MORE READILY THAN THE FRG." 

3. TRYBUNA LUDU OF MARCH 5-6 CARRIES A REPORT BY THE 
POLISH PRESS AGENCY'S BONN CORRESPONDENT, EUGENIUSZ GUZ, 

ABOUT BUDNESTAG DEPUTY HUPKA'S RECENT ATTACK ON THE 
RECOMMENDATIONS OE THE lOINT FRG-POLISH COMMISSION CON- 
CERNING THE REVISION OF SCHOOL TEXTBOOKS. GUZ REPORTS 
BROAD OPPOSITION IN THE ERG TO THE ADOPTION OP THE 
RECOMMENDATIONS. 

4. TRYBUNA LUDU OF MARCH 7 CARRIES AN AUTHORITIVE 
COMMENTARY BY RYSZARD WOJNA ENTITLED, "THE PECULIAR 
GUARDIANS OF HUMAN RIGHTS," ON THE THE REPORTED PROSECUTION OF 
A CASE INITIATED BY THE HAGEN PROSECUTOR AGAINST POLISH 
CITIZENS WHO SERVED AS GUARDS AT THE LABINOWICE (LANSDORP) 

PRISON CAMP IMMEDIATELY POLLOWING THE 

WAR. WOJNA CHARGES THAT THIS ACTION IS A PROPAGANDA PLOY 
OP ’’GERMAN NATIONALISTS," ESPECIALLY THE SOCIAL DEMOCRATS. 
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IT SIGNALS A "NEW ESCALATION" OP THEIR RECENTLY 

REVITALIZED ANTI-POLISH ACTIONS. "CERTAIN FRG 

CIRCLES . . . RELIEVE THAT RAISING AN UPROAR OVER IMAGINARY 

ATROCITIES AGAINST GERMANS WILL LEAD TO A CHANGED PERSPECTIVE 

IN THE (REAL) GERMAN ATROCITIES." THIS IS OCCURRING 

AT A TIME WHEN THE WEST GERMAN PRESS, ESPECIALLY THE SPRINGER PRESS, 
” . . IS FLOODED WITH HYPROCRITICIAL 

DECLARATIONS IN THE MEANING OP HUMAN RIGHTS POR INTERNATIONAL 
RELATIONS." WOJNA CONCLUDES THAT ’’. . .BY CALLING UPON THESE 
PRINCIPLES, THEY USE THEM POR GOALS WITH WHICH THEY HAVE 
NOTHING IN COMMON." 

5. EXPANDING WOJNA'S THEME, THE MARCH 7 ZYCIE WARSZAWY 
CARRIES AN EXTENSIVE ARTICLE ENTITLED "PROVOCATION AND 
BLACKMAIL, THE MATTER OF IMAGINARY ATROCITIES COMMITTED 
BY POLES AGAINST GERMANS," BY PROPESSOR CZESLAW PILICHOWSKI, 
DIRECTOR OP THE MAIN COMMISSION FOR THE INVESTIGATION OF 
HITLERLITE ATROCITIES IN POLAND. PILICHOWSKI ALSO DIS- 
MISSES THE CHARGES CONCERNING THE LABINOWICE CAMP, AND 
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HOLDS THAT THE OVERWHELMING MAJORITY OE GERMAN CIVILIAN 
CASUALITIES IN POLAND DURING THE CLOSING STAGES OE THE WAR 
RESULTED FROM THE THIRD REICH'S OWN FORCIBLE EVACUATION 
OE GERMAN NATIONAL EROM THE "DEUTSCHE OSTPROVINZEN." 

HE ATTACKED THE LEADER OF THE UNION OE EXILES, 

CZAJA, AND BUNDESTAG DEPUTIES HUPKA AND 

WINDELIN AS REVANCHIST AND NEO-EACISTS EOR PUBLICIZING THE 

ANTI-POLISH CHARGES. HE SAYS THAT AND OTHER CDU/CSU 

EUNCTIONARIES ARE TRYING TO EALSIFY HISTORY AND EQUATE NAZI 

ATROCITIES WITH "IMAGINARY " CRIMES COMMITTED BY POLES DURING 

THE RESETTLEMENT OE GERMANS. CITING DISAGREEMENT WITHIN 

THE ERG ON THE AUTHENCITY OE THE DOCUMENTATION ON 

THE POLISH ATROCITIES, PILICHOWSKI SAYS THAT "IT IS 

DIEFICULT TO DEFINE THE CHARACTER. . . OE THIS 

MATERIAL. ' IN ANY EVENT, IT MAY BE CATEGORIZED AS 

BLACKMAIL, SLANDER, AND PROVOCATION BY RIGHT- 

WING, NEO-NAZI, AND REVISIONIST WEST GERMAN CIRCLES. ON 
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THE OTHER HAND, HOWEVER, ONE CAN SEE IN THE DOCUMENTATION 
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AMCONSUL MUNICH 

CONFIDENTIAL SECTION 2 OF 2 WARSAW 1657 

. . .A NEW ELEMENT, NAMELY, THAT IT WAS DEVELOPED BY ERG 
STATE INSTITUTIONS AT THE REQUEST OE ERG MINISTRY OE 
THE INTERIOR. WITH REGARD TO THIS, A NEW QUESTION 
ARISES: HOW CAN THE DEVELOPMENT AND PUBLICATION OP THE 
PINAL REPORT ON THIS DOCUMENTATION BE RECONCILED WITH 
THE SPIRIT OP THE PPR-PRG TREATY ON THE NORMALIZATION OP 
RELATIONS OF DECEMBER 7 1970?" PILICHOWSKI BITTERLY 
ATTACKS HUPKA AND OTHER ERG OPPICIALS WHO STILL REPER TO 
WESTERN AND NORTHERN POLAND AS A PART OF GERMANY, AND 
ACCUSES THEM OP TRYING TO GET EVEN WITH POLAND AND THE 
OTHER EASTERN EUROPEAN WHICH SUFPERED THE MOST AT 
THE HANDS OP THE NAZIS. 

6. TRYBUNA LUDU ON MARCH 7 ALSO PRINTED AN ARTICLE BY ITS 
BONN CORRESPONDENT, JAN MOSZCYNSKI, ENTITLES" REVANCHIST 
ACTIVITIES." THE ARTICLE CONCERNS THE ACTIVITIES OF THE 
CONPIDENTIAL 
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SILESIAN AND POMERANIAN LANDSMANNSCHAPTEN AND HOLDS THAT 
THEY ARE AIMED AT ". . .SPREADING THE OLD, REVISIONIST 
THESIS THAT GERMANY CONTINUES TO EXIST WITHIN ITS 1937 
BORDERS, THAT THE SO-CALLED GERMAN PROBLEM IS STILL OPEN 
AND THAT, THEREPORE, THE ERG GOVERMENT MUST TREAT IT AS 
A CONSTITUTIONAL REQUIREMENT." MOSZCZYNSKI SAYS 
SUCH AN ATTITUDE IS IN CONTRAVENTION OP FRG AGREEMENTS 
WITH COMMUNIST COUNTRIES AND THE PRINCIPLES OP 
THE HELSINKI PINAL ACT. 

7. COMMENT: THESE ARTICLES RAISE THE CURRENT ANTI-FRG 
POLISH MEDIA CAMPAIGN TO A NEW LEVEL OP STRIDENCY, 

HARKING BACK TO THE PERIOD BEPORE SIGNATURE OP THE 
SCHNIDT-GIEREK AGREEMENTS OF JULY, 1975. 

THE CURRENT SPATE OP REPERENCES TO POLAND BY GERMAN POLITICAL 

PIGURES AND JOURNALISTS, IS USEFUL TO THE POLISH AUTHORITIES AS 

A PRETEXT POR ONCE AGAIN RAISING THE GERMAN BOGEYMAN, THIS TIME 

AS PART OF THE POLISH REGIME'S ATTEMPT TO DEPLECT 

THE DIPPICULT DOMESTIC SITUATION FROM WESTERN 

CRITICISM OP EASTERN EUROPEAN PERPORMANCE ON HUMAN RIGHTS.
